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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

fomi the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be cntilled to a patent unless - 

(e) the hivention was described in (1) an application for patent, pubhshed under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicjuit for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall liave the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the Imited 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the iinglish language. 

Clamis 1-15 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,429,675 to Bell. 

Regarding to claim 1, Bell discloses a bonding pad structure comprising a first pad 
for bonding 39; and at least one second pad for probing 36, coupled with the first pad 39, 
wherein both of the first pad and the second pad are formed on an IC 34 (or fig. 12, col. 
4, lines 3 1-32) and remain in whole as part of the IC after fabrication as set forth in figs 
5-12, cols. 3-4. 

Regarding to claims 2 and 10, the bonding pad structure, wherein the first pad is 
coupled w^ith the second pad by a connecting wire (figs. 6 and 12, col. 43-54). 
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Regarding to claims 3 and 1 1, the bonding pad structure, wherein the first pad is 
one of a plurality of first pads arranged according to a first pad layout on the IC or the 
PCB, the second pad is one of a plurality of second pads arranged according to a second 
pad layout on the IC or the PCB, and the second pad layout depends on an arrangement 
of testing probes for IC probing or PCB probing (figs, 6 and 12, cols. 43-54). 

Regarding to claims 4 and 12, the bonding pad structure, wherein the first pad 
layout and the second pad layout are linear arrangements (figs. 6 and 12, col 43-45). 

Regarding to claims 5 and 13, the bonding pad structure wherein the first pad 
layout and the second pad layout are staggered arrangements (fig. 12, col. 4, lines 31-57). 

Regarding to claims 6 and 14, the bonding pad structure wherein the first pad 
layout is a staggered arrangement and the second pad layout is a Imear arrangement fig. 
12). 

Regarding to claims 7 and 15, the bonding pad structure wherein the first pad 
comprises a bump ball (fig. 12). 

Regarding to claim 8, the bonding pad structure wherein the bonding pad structure 
is applied to a flip chip (figs. 5-12). 
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Regarding to claim 9, Bell discloses a bonding pad structure comprising a first pad 
for bonding 68; and at least one second pad for probing 69, coupled with the first pad 68, 
wherein both of the first pad and the second pad are fomied on a PCB and remain in 
whole as part of the PCB after fabrication as set forth in col. 4, lines 29-57.
